After Flatly Refusing to Accept Perkins, State 


Industrial Commissioner Is Ratified Unani- 
mously When Nominated By Governor— 
Schurman and Wieting Retained—Perkins 
Talks. 


FIGHT IN SENATE IS BITTER 


Albany, Oct. 2.—John Mitchell, chairman of the State Industrial 


jeonnnission and former president of the United Mine -workers, -.vas 
nominated chairman of the State Food commission by Governor Whit- 
nan today, after the senate had rejected for the second time the 
appointment of George W. Perldns'oi; New York. Mr. Mitchell's nomi- 
nation was confirmed unanimously. The senate, without a dissenting 
voice, ratified the appointment of President Jacob Gould SAurman, 
of Cornell university, and only one vote was recorded against Charles 
A. "Wieting of Cobleskill, and the other members of the food com- 
mission. 


The presentation of Mr. Mitchell's name was the signal for a 


legislative love feast which was in marked contrast to the bitterness 
which attended the senate's refusal by a vote of 25 to 20 to confirm 
the Ferkins nomination. 
Senators who had opposed each other in 


the fight over Mr. Perkins united in lauding the character and at- 
tainments of Mi'. Mitchell, while at the same time they complimented 
the governor for the wisdom of his selection. 


Adjourn Immediately. • 


Final adjournment of the extraor- 


dinary session was taken immediately 
ifter the confirmation of the Mitchell 
nomination.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 2. — The 


third contingent of national army men 
will begin moving tomorrow to the 
16 cantonments, where approximately 
one-half of the 687,000 selected men 
called out by the President, already 
have been mobilized. 
Quotas now 


ready to leave home vary greatly, 
ranging from 17 to 40 per cent "of the 
full state quotas, with a general aver- 
age of between 20 and 25 per cent. 
Modification of previous quota plans 
•was necessary because of the condi- 
tions at the 
cantonments 
and the 


availability of equipment. 
Some can- 


tonments are much farther advanced 
than others and can accommodate a 
larger percentage of men. 


No Decision on Second Call. 


Definite figures are still lacking as 


to the nnurnber of selected men to be 
transferred to the National Guard, av- 
iation service, medical corps or other 
branches, of the army that will have to 
be Cile-l up to war strength. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the men remaining 
at the cc.mps will not be sufficient to 
form the 16 national arm? division? at 
full strength. 


Secretary Baker indicated that no 


decision had been reached as to when 
a second call'will be -nade. There are 
mapy , deficiencies; to be ^filled up in 
the first drUft," physical examination 
of the selected men by armyi doctors 
at the camps having resulted in many 
rejections. There appears to be some 
evidence of undue leniency by civilian 
doctors who examined the men in 
some sections, probably due to the 
local boards desiring to make a good 
showing. 


Await Congressional Action.

seven million registered men may be 
examined immediately for service in 
order that they may have knowledge 
of when to expect a call to the colors 
and arrange their affairs accordingly, 
awaits action by congress on the war 
deflcency. Funds to carry out the pro- 
ject are contained in that measure. 


Secretary Baker said today that of 


some 35 governors who had been 
asked if they believed it wise and ex- 
pedient to proceed with the examina- 
tion of all registered men, only two 
were opposed to the plan. Those two 
did so on the ground that it would 
make too great a demand on the serv- 
ices of the members

boards,

serving without pay. The depart- 
ment, the secretary announced, had 
not reached a decision as to the wis- 
dom of the plan and he indicated that 
none was to be expected until congress 
had acted and shown its will In the 
matter. 


SENATE APPROVES 


REPORT ON WAR TAX 


MEASURE NOW GOES TO WILSON; 


BUT TWO BH1S LEFT 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—Congress 


finished its work on the great war tax 
bill late today when the senate fol- 
lowing the example set yesterday by 
the house adopted the conference re- 
port without a roll call. 
More than 


two and a half billion dollars of new 
taxes are levied by the measure which 
has been In the making since last 
April. 


As soon as the bill is engrossed and 


signed tomorrow by Vice President 
Marshall and Speaker Clark, it will 
be sent to President Wilson who Is ex- 
pected to sign it immediately. 


Senate discussion today was brief, 


participated in by few members, all 
of whom lealized the futility of oppo- 
sition. Most of the criticism was on 
the second-class postal Increases. 


The speedy action on the conference 


report raised members' hopes for ad- 
journment of tho war session by Sat- 
urday or not later than next week. The 
administration sailors and soldiers' in- 
surance bill, which has passed th" 
house, will be brought up tomorrow In 
the senate.

That great nervousness over ap- 


proaching events pervades the German 
front in Flanders is indicated by the 
infantry attacks the forces of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
daily 


are throwing against Field Marshal 
Haig's army on the Ypres salient. 


These attacks are 
being center-jd 


upon the apes of Haig's salient insthe 
line, which, is pointing 
dangerously 


toward the Ostend-Lille railway, the 
ultimate gaining of which by the Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Australian contingents 
would work sad havoc to the replen- 
ishing of supplies of the German line 
to the south from the naval bases at 
Ostend and Zeebrugge. 


German Attacks Repulsed. 


In storming waves of great strengrh 


the Germans have made valiant efforts 
to wrest from the British 
positions 


captured from them in the recent of- 
fensive, but everywhere, except at two 
small points, they met with decisive 
repulse under the hurricane of lire 
which swept against them from guns 
of all calibre, strewing the ground 
with their dead and wounded. Nu- 
merous prisoners also have been taken 
by the British, and to a man they 
have evinced gratification that they 
are safe from the inferno of bursting 
shells, which the British without ces- 
sation are pouring in upon the Ger- 
man holdings. 


The big guns of the Germans have 


not been idle during the righting, but 
their strength is in no way compar- 
able to that of the great array that 
I-Iaig has set up for the purpose of 
pounding the German entrenchments, 
for warding off attacks and for screen- 
ing his infantrymen as they surge for- 
ward on new exploits. 


Vicious Assaults on French. 


As yet there has been no indication 


that the British commander in chief 
-has thoi^ituation -worke'd • out 
tcr a 


point where he is prepared to use his 
infantry for another smash across No 
Man's Land. 
Meanwhile the French 


and the Germans are engaged In vio- 
lent artillery duels along the Aisne 
front and in the Verdun sector, in 
both of which sections General Pe- 
taln's army has again been forced to 
withstand successively vicious attacks 
from the troops of the German.Crown 
Prince, especially near Craonne and 
Beaumont, and between .hill 3.14 and 
Samogneux. 
Near hill 344 the Ger- 


mans entered a French position, which 
later was recaptured in a counter at- 
tack. 


Russians Gain a Mile. 


On the northern front in Russia, in 


the region south of Riga, the Russians 
are keeping up their offensive against 
the Germans. Following up their at- 
tacks of Sunday, in which gains of 
800 to 1,000 yards were made, the Rus- 
sians again have surged forward and 
beaten back the enemy for a distance 
of one mile south of Kronenberg-Spi- 
tal-Grounbuli sector.. Quiet still pre- 
vails on the eastern front farther south 
and in Galicia and Rumania. 


In Mesopotamia, the British victory 


over the Turks at Ramadie, west of 
Bagdad, -was greater than at first re- 
ported. In addition to capturing the 
town, nearly 4,000 were made prisoner 
and large numbers of guns and quan- 
tities of war stores were captured. Be- 
sides heavy casualties were inflicted 
on the Ottomen. 


British and French airmen are con- 


tinuing their raids against 
German 


positions behind the lines, and 
the 


French airmen are carrying on further 
reprisals against German 
cities and 


towns fur the bombardment of open 
French settlements. Large quantities 
of explosives have been dropped by 
French airmen on Stuttgart, Fraiik- 
fort-am-Main, Goblenz and 
Treves, 


while In conjunction -with British avi- 
ators, 
railway 
stations, 
airdromes, 


munitions depots 
and 
military en- 


campments 
have 
been 
effectively 


bombed. 


Airmen Destroy Bridge; 


Derail Engine and Train 


London, England, Oct. 2. — Dis- 


patches from Holland gathered by 
frontier correspondents say that the 
allied airmen are playing havoc 
with the German lines ot communi- 
cation and military stations in Bel- 
gium.

Ghent had been interrupted. An- 
other correspondent sas-S' that a 
bridge was destroyed Just before the 
arrival of a military train, the en- 
gine of which fell through, the open-

INDICTMENT SAYS 200.000 SEEK 
UNLAWFULLY TO GAIN CONTROL 


Chicago, 111., Oct. 2.—Two more ar- 


rests of members of the I. W. W. for 
whom the federal government officials 
have been looking since their indict- 
ment a week ago, were reported today. 
They were Grover H. Perry, taken in 
Salt Lake City, and John Alileen, ar- 
rested in Minneapolis. 


Copies of the indictment returned 


by the grand jury were made public 
today. 
They described the organiza- 


tion known as the I. W. W. as com- 
posed of 200.000 persons, mostly la- 
borers in the industries necessary to 
the existence and welfare of the people 
of the United States, tralsportation. 
mining, meat packing, 
lumbering, 


farming, live stock, fruits, vegetables, 
and cotton raising. 


The indictment further defines the 


members of the organization as call- 
ing themselves the "workers" and the 
"proletariat," and describing all other 
classes of society as "capitalists," ths 
"capitalistic class," the "master class," 
"the ruling class," "exploiters of the 
works," "bourgolse" and "parasites." 


The purpose of the organization, the 


indictment continues, was to abolish 
the latter classes and to g^ain for the 
former class -control and ownership 
of ail property, "such abolition to be 
accomplished, not by political action 
or with any regard to right or wrong, 
but by the continual and persistent 
use and employment of unlawful and 
forcible means and methods, involv- 
ing threats,_ assault, injaries,.lntimida- 
jtion.and murders-upon the pernons. 
and the injury and destruction of prop- 
erty of the other class, the forcible 
resistance to the execution of all laws 
and finally the 'revolutionary 
overr 
throw of all existing governmental law 
in the United States." 


Plans were designed particularly to 


take advantage of the opportunity of 
the desire and necessity of the United 
States expeditiously and successfully 
to carry on,its war and by th'o conse- 
quent necessity for all laborers to per-

GERMAN SOLDIERS 


BALK AT SIEGES 


AS RESULT MEN IN FRONT USES 


DON'T GET NECESSARIES 


British headquarters in France and 


Belgium, by tne 
Associated 
Press, 


Oct. 
2. — The badly punished German 


troops east of Ypres today were large- 
ly resting on their arms after reverses 
suffered yesterday, when they attempt- 
ed, in a series of fierce counter at- 
U.cks, to drive the British back. Pos- 
sibli- the designation "resting" is a 
misnomer, for tho enemy was sitting 
under a terrific bombardment from 
hundreds of big guns, which were de- 
luging his back and forward 
areas 


with high explosives. 
Many of the 


nerve racked, half stunned German 
prisoners who have lived under these 
bombardments can tell of the tragedy 
now being enacted along the German 
front in the region of Belgium. 


Thanks to tho German counter at- 


tacks, there has hardly been a mo- 
ment's cessation of the artillery fire 
since last Wednesday. 


Captured Germans say that their 


forward defenses have been greatly 
demoralized by this ceaseless pounding. 
Relief and ration parties venture out 
to be turned back or to make their 
miserable way forward by circular 
routes to the men holding the advance 
shell holes who have often been com- 
pelled to hold on without, water or 
food. 
Badly needed ammunition has 


never reached its destination. 


Every approach of the German line 


s covered with Briti.sh guns. Natur- 
ally the question arisen what effect all 
this is having on tfie morale of the 
German troops. 
It is generally. ad- 


mitted among the prisoners that the 
morale of their men has deteriotated 
since the beginning of the battle in 
Flanders. Divisions which have been 
used in one siege some time resent 
being used a second time in this posi- 
tion. 
This marks a. striking change 


from the former attitude of the Ger- 
man troops who have worked as un- 
thinking machines to carry out the 
orders of their officers. 


Meanwhile the morale of the British 


troops Is dally rising.

Smith ana eight others charged with 
conspiracy to murder and other crimes 
in connection with the fifth ward kill- 
ing. 


Maloney, a former Republican fac- 


tion leader in the llfth ward and now 
head of the local branch of the Val 
O'li'arrel Detective agency, was the 
star witness at the hearing. 


Bares Deny Accusation*". 


Tonight, Senator Bare, who with his 


brother, tho congressman, is the leader 
of the faction opposed to that headed 
by United States Senator Boise Pen- 
rose and State Senator James P. Nic- 
hols in this city, gave out a statement 
in which he said that everything Ha- 
loney swore to so far as jt concerned 
the Bares was an "absolute lie" and 
is only part of the'general frame up 
he warned the people of Philadelphia 
about in a public statement about two 
days ago.

WITH THE BOYS AT CAMP DEA-EiVS 


William I. Kite AVrites Interestingly 


ot Camp Experiences. 


In a personal note to the editor of 


The Star, William I. Rife, who left for 


amp Devens with the Oneonta con-. 
ingent a week ago and more,-writes 
as follows: 


Copies .of The Star have been re- 


ceived and I can assure you they are 
appreciated by the-boys. The camp 
s located about -two and a half miles 
from Ayer. 35 miles from Boston and 
22 miles from Lowell. Ayer. is a place 
ot" about 500 people. 
The 
camp is 


composed of about 40,000 men and 
they a>e divided into companies of 
about 200 men .each- Bach company 
has "ba^tacks," which is one big 
building. 
The sleeping quarters are 


on the second floor and we all sleep 
in one big; room. It looks a whole lot 
like a hospital. 
Down stairs is the 


men's hall, the recreation room and 
the officers' room. "We all line up for 
mca-'.s and march in and each gets his 
portion. In the recreation room is a 
pool table, .books to read and a Vic- 
trola. 


We are required to arise at 5:45 


a. m. and drill on and off all the day, 
Saturday Is Inspection day and all we 
have to do that day is to stand for 
inspection in the forenoon. The after- 
noon we have off. Sundays TVO sleep 
one hour later In the morning and 
have the day off. 


The meals, though plain, are very 


good, and we consider, takingtl as a. 
whole, that It is good a.nd could be a 
whole lot worse. They surely try to- 
do all they can for the boys. 


We have a number of recreation Y. 


M. C. A. buildings scattered about 
through the camp, where writing ma- 
terial is provided and 
comfort 
is 


found. 
They give a moving picture 


show in them every night. They cer- 
tainly are great institutions and every- 
body appreciates them. 


Wo are retiuired to be in bed every 


nltjht by 10 o'clock. The boys are all 
right and they all report themselves 
as getting along nicely. 
Regards to 


all the boys. 


Tho Trip to Ayer. 


O£ the trip to Ayer. Clarence L. 


Slade, writing to his father, says: 


"We rettched here about 8:30 p. m. 


ca Saturday, after g. long, weary ride. 
The distance Is about 2(iO miles and 
we were very late. At Fittsfleld the 
train was split in two and a baggage 
car placed between the two parts and 
we went thereto for 
our package 


lunch. That was all that we had to 
eat until about 11 p. m. and then we 
were hungry, believe me. 


"After reaching Ayer we were oblig- 


ed to wait about a half hour before 
starting, and then we had frequent 
halts, but finally reached the camp. 
Coming up here the light.s in the bar- 
rr.cks iook like the pictures of the wa- 
ti-front of a city nt night. 


"We were first inarched up-stairs 


a 
our barracks and assigned to a 


tunk or rather a bed. They are black 
iron beds with good springs and a 
straw mattress. 
After this wo were 


chased down stairs and given a Held 
mess kit^ three blankets and a poncho. 
The poncho can be either used for a 
sleeping bag, a mattress when in the 
leld, or as a ro,in coat. The field mess 
kit we used for several days for our 
meals. Now meals are served under 
a different system. 


"We have been shot in the right 


arm for typhoid and ilso vaccinated in 
the left and sore arms and some sick- 
ness followed. 


"Tell any of the next bunch to come 


to bring their stuff in a dress suit case. 
They probably could, bring many more 
things than I did, but a couple of 
shirts will be needed. It will prob- 
ably be a week or more before they 
gci their uniforms, as we have not re- 
ceived ours yet."

CITY ATTORNEY ADVISES AGAINST 


ITS PAYMENT UNXIlT. RtUJNG 


IS HAD. 


Common Council Advised That Hearing 


Cannot Be Hastened Pending a De- 
cision of Same Question Raised In 
Other. Cities—Plans for New City 
Ambulance. 
At the meeting"1 of the common 


council, held^ last evening, after the 
other business had been transacted, 
there was a prolonged discussion Of 
the service charge of the Oneonta 
Light & Power company of 50. cents 
per month to all customers, following 
an inquiry relative to the complaint 
which Mayor Ceperley filed relative to 
this charge Snd the request for a hear- 
ing. As previously reported in these 
columns City Attorney Becker reported 
that the matter was in the hands of 
the Public Service commission, that 
it could not be hastened. , He stated 
that^ the • Public Service commission 
had communicated to him this week 
again that the complaint was on file 
and had been referred to Commissioner 
Irvine. The latter has several hear- 
ings scheduled where the same points 
are involved in cities of similar size 
about the state and he has advised 
that the hearing upon the complaint 
from this city be deferred until a 
ruling has been made for other cities 
and this may be accepted without a 
prolonged hearing upon Oneonta's in- 
dividual case. 


Mr. Becker explained that he has 


endeavored to secure an early ruling 
upon the Oneonta appeal but the com- 
mission, which has much work ahead, 
cannot press to an early hearing with 
other hearings scheduled. He empha- 
sized that the city Is doing all that 
It can do and must bide the pleasure 
of the commission. He expressed doubt 
of the ability of the company to en- 
force collection of the service charge 
until it has been approved by the 
commission and hinted strongly that 
he is advising those who consult with 
him to pay for gag consumed but to 
withhold 
payment of 
the 
service 


charge. 
In accordance with the re- 


marks of Mr. Becker. Mayor Ceperley 
publishes In this Issue a statement of 
Uie case and Indivlrual customers of) 
the company must decide for them- 
selves. So far as is known the light- 
ing? company has not refused checks 
with no remittance for the service 
charge included. 
,- 


Approve Ambulance Plan.

driven ambulance and the same be 
maintained at the Municipal building 
and drivers be provided at the city's 
expense, the same to respond at all 
hours of tfte day and night to emer- 
gency calls promptly and the, admin- 
istration and control or the ambulance 
and the rules regulating its use be 
in t"he hands of a joint committee 
named by the city government and the 
labor organizations. It is thought that 
arrnncrementj can be made for mem- 
bers of the fire department to operate 
the ambulance. 
If this is not found 


feasible after conferring with the lire 
commission, then some other plan will 
be adopted. 


Messrs. Young and Bruce, 
repre- 


senting the labor organizations, were 
present and stated fhat the general 
committee had referred the project 
to the various organizations for rat- 
Illcation and that a meeting is to be 
held on Wednesday evening, October 
10, at which the project will assume 
tangible form and the active campaign 
for the funds inaugurated.

WEATHER FOR SEJPTEMBER. 


Temperature, Rainfall and First Au- 


tumn Frosts in Oneonta. 


The record of climatic conditions 


kept at the.-'Oneonta meteorological 
station at The Star office for the Unit- 
ed State Department of Agriculture, 
shows that in the month of September, 
just ended, there were three rainy 
days, 21 clear days and with six others 
partly cloudy. The rainfall for the 
month was very light, being only .86 
of an inch altogether,' and of this .55 
of an inch fell on the eighth. For- 
tunately, however, in.this section,, the 
previous rainfall had been so great 
that no crops 
suffered 
from 
the 


slight precipitation. 


The maximum temperature for the 


month was 88 degrees on ths fifteenth, 
and the minimum was 31 degrees on 
the eleventh and twelfth, on. which 
days there was in some places a kill- 
ing frost. 
The greatest daily range 


was 43 degrees on the fifteenth and 
nineteenth. 
Altogether the condition 


of crops has not been greatly affected 
as yet by frost, and with favorable 
weather, which now seems probable, 
the crops of the year should in abun- 
dance be gathered in. '

Personal messengers have left England 
by every departing steamship; mall 
bags have been filled with priceless 
blneprlnts and cable lines have been 
jammed with messages, all bearing on 
the development of the American air 
squadron. 


Tho governments of France and 


Grea* Britain know that upon the ef- 
forts made on the other side of the At- 
lantic within the nest six months de- 
pends the fate of the armies afield. 
Important above everything else In the 
struggle for victory Is the airplane, 
which must be produced in myriads, 
and the task now falls squarely to 
Uncle Sam. 


Doubters Are In Minority. 


There are doubting Thomases on 


this side of the water who sneer at the 
grandiose statements coming from New 
York and Washington and who assert 
that even if the United States organ- 
izes for the aerial construction pro- 
gram the product will be so inferior 
that It will be useless for actual fight- 
ing. Fortunately these doubters are 
in the minority. Officials and men In 
a position to know what already has 
been done are highly optimistic. They 
believe that American methods applied 
to the manufacture of fair craft will re- 
sult In ]ust ns good a product as is 
now coming- from factories organized 
here shortly after the war started. 


Despite nil the lurid prophecies re- 


garding the great fleet of airplanes 
that eventually will lay waste the prin- 
cipal German cities, the experienced 
airmen on this side only hope for 
thousands of machines with which to 
fight the German armies In the field. 


The success which America's efforts

which will ba manufactured in Ameri- 
ca that are already being used In 
France. Engines of unbelievable pow- 
er are being put Into the newest type 
of plane. The avorage American Is 
more or less fus-illlar with automobile 
engines and has some Idea of what 
weight of engine will develop 100 
horsepower. If this average .American 
were to look at some of the newest air 
motors he probably would judge them 
to be tea or 15-horscpower. In fact, 
he could lift some of the engines un- 
aided and would probably be astound- 
ed to learn that such a machine was 
capable of developing not 100, but 150- 
horsepower. 


Every newspaper reader In the Unit- 


ed Slates has been well Informed of 
the plans for building airplanes, but It 
Is doubtful if ono In a thousand cnn 
picture the size of some of the planes 
that eventually will be loaded on trans- 
ports at the Atlantic piers. The cor- 
respondent has had an opportunity in 
the last few weeks of Inspecting the 
newest type of aircraft; the type that 
will be lurnod out In vast numbers by 
America, end it is bigger In every way 
and more powerful than laymen Im- 
agine. 


To begin with, the body of the new 


machine resembles in many ways a big 
motor launch. 
Its under part Is 


rounded and beautifully constructed 
of finely grained wood. It Is so big 
that to enter It one must clamber np a 
ladder and go down through a hatch- 
way as big as tho cabin door of a 
motor yacht It is of the biplane type 
and from tip to tip of each wing there 
is room enough for a dozen men to lie 
out full length. Its two motors will 
develop 600 horsepower and their com- 
bined weight Is so little compared to 
the power that the actual figures would 
look untruthful in print. Where the 
old types tould carry hundredweights, 
this machine carries tons.

"Slide" Down at Sharp Angle—- 


And, 
Say, This Is No Job 


for Nervous Man. 


Mineola, L. I.—While hundreds ot 


thousands of men in' America are 
learning how to Jab bayonets through 
German soldiers in a leisurely manner, 
some of the most promising emoryo 
officers of the American forces are 
here learning how to destroy Boche 
birdmen. To judge by their training, 
they will do the job botb efficiently and 
quickly. 


Under the direct supervision of Bert 


Acosta, one of America's most success-^ 
ful civilian aviators, scores of candi- 
dates for commissions In the aviation 
section of the Army Signal corps are 
being taught to extricate themselves 
from the most dangerous positions 
Imaginable •while several thousand feet 
from the ground. 
j 


For military reasons It Is forbidden 


for details, of the fighting Instruction 
for aviators to be made public. Here 
however, is an illnstration of the dan- 
gerous situations the aviators are be- 
ing put through: 
i 


"While about two thousand feet above 


ground, with the machine".going nearly 
straight up, let her quietly slip back- 
ward and downward, tail first, for 75 
or 100 feet, then get the machine un- 
der control again, go up still higher, 
and try it once more. 
• 


It's quite easy—that is, it Is easy 


to -watch Bert Acosta or Edward Hol- 
terman, his first assistant, pull it off. 
All you have to do Is to let the ma- 
chine drop backward and downward 
until you feel that you have gone far 
enough, then pick up speed and make 
her go upward again. Simple! 


Another simple little test of your 


skill as im aviator is to ride up 2,000 
or 3,000 feet, then come down in a 
spiral, with the wings of the machine 
almost vertical. Acosta recommends 
this for nervous persons. 


Notwithstanding the apparent reck- 


lessness of the flyers, each "stunt" Is 
carried out in an absolutely scientific 
manner. Instead of courting danger for 
"the fun of it" the aerial movements 
are carefully planned -with the factor 
of safety always being among the flrst 
things considered. Nothing is under- 
taken for exhibition purposes except to 
demonstrate how to escape death over 
the battlefield. 


"To fly nround putting the machine 


at all kinds of angles and going 
through all the manipulations may ap- 
pear silly and dangerous,",Acosta said. 
"As a matter of fact, it is the only safe 
thing to do when you are above an 
enemy's battlefield. 


"Infantry officers in our training 


camps are telling their men that 'Ig- 
norance courts death, in a battle with 
bayonets. In the aviation service ig- 
norance is certain death." 


High In the ranks of the men seek- 


ing commissions In the aviation corps 
stands Cnpt. Cushmnn A. Rice, veteran 
of half a dozen wars on the American 
continent and a former member of the 
general staffs of three brigadier gen- 
erals of the American army. 


Captain lilce, "The Cuban Million- 


aire," made a fortune In Cuba follow- 
ing his resignation as a captain of In- 
fantry In the regular nrmy In 1902. He 
Is temporarily a sergeant in the corps 
of men slated to receive commissions. 
Recently he told how it feels when you 
make your flrst flight In an airplane. 


"When Jlr. Holtcrman, -who was 


driving the machine, and myself were 
gliding along about 1,200 feet up, for 
some unaccountable reason I felt a 
strong desire to leave my seat and 
•walk out on one of the wings to learn 
how it felt out there. I don't know 
why it was, but I felt that desire so 
strongly for about ten minutes that 1 
almost had to go. 


"Ecnlly yon feel quite safe and se- 


cure, no matter how high you go, 
when you have confidence In the man 
driving the nlrplano—or when you are 
tlHvinf? It yourself. If you really un- 
derstand running It. Everything is so 
new and different way up there that 
you 1^0 not hnve time to think of being 
afraid." 


Cnptaln Rice will be among those 


whose time to go to France Is rapidly 
approaching. 
: 


Captnln Rice stands out as a man 


who took the hard road to a commis- 
sion, although ha could have had one 
without working for it. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he could have become 
n lieutenant colonel of infantry, be- 
cnuse of his military record, he chose 
to enlist In the aviation corps and 
work for his commission, which he will 
receive nt the end of the regular 
five months' training period. His mili- 
tary record Includes partlclpattoa In 
three Latin-American revolutions, the 
Spanish-American war RS a captain in 
the regular nrmy, the Philippine cam- 
paign in command of n detachment of 
mounted scouts and service In China. ' 


A number of candidates here are 


awaiting commissions, which have been 
authorized, and will shortly leave for 
France to go Into the last stages of 
their training over there.
